A LAST 


IFTEEN years have passed since the blitz on 

the City of London and nothing has happened 

on the ground to justify the high hopes of the 
early post-war years. With one or two exceptions 
the buildings erected so far are indistinguishable 
from their pre-war neighbours and in some cases 
are inferior in design; the road system remains 
unaltered but has to cope with more traffic; and 
the devastated areas around St. Paul’s Cathedral 
and St. Giles’ Cripplegate still retain their forlorn 
and neglected air. Why is there such retrogression 
and stagnation? Who is responsible? 


The City Corporation has delegated powers to 
deal with the details of building projects while 
the London County Council as Planning Authority 
is responsible for settling the main principles of 


land use, traffic circulation and programming. 
But in between there is a no-man’s or every-man’s 
land where the battle for civic design is waged 
with the Minister of Housing and Local Govern- 
ment acting as umpire. The Corporation obtained 
powers to purchase the majority of blitzed land 
within its boundaries over seven years ago and 
one would have expected by now to see several 
comprehensive schemes being carried out on the 
basis of public ownership of land. The first fatal 
step towards compromise was taken at the public 
enquiry when the Corporation gave an undertaking 
to allow freeholders to retain their sites, if their 
proposals fitted into the plan and did not involve 
the Corporation in any greater expenditure. This 
well-meaning but opportunist gesture to pacify 
objectors seems to have paralysed the City’s planning 
activities ever since. Unable to anticipate the pro- 
posals of freeholders the Corporation was also 
unable to prepare its own plan and quickly lost 
the initiative. Instead of starting with a comprehen- 
sive plan by which to judge all projects it resorted 
to the fragmentary approach of applying town 
planning rules of plot ratio, daylighting and car- 
parking to individual site proposals.

FOR THE CITY 

It is true that many such proposals have been 
rejected because of their piecemeal character and 
as a result of purchase notices considerable areas 
of land are now in the Corporation’s ownership 
but it seems to have no plan for dealing with its 
own land except to offer it in separate parcels to 
the highest bidder. Thus the future of the city is 
being decided on the basis of auctioneering rather 
than civic design principles, direct negotiation 
with the future occupants of buildings is eliminated 
and encouragement is given to the speculators who 
are primarily concerned with net carpet area at so 
many shillings a square foot. The result is a wasteful 
scramble for the same sites between developers who 
are all advised by architects. The architect who can 
produce a plan with the greatest amount of carpet 
area will probably get the commission 

Comprehensive development is entirely forgotten 
and to justify its disappearance it is urged by those 
who have given up the struggle, or never wished 
to start it, that economic must be allowed 
to take their course, that it would be a ghastly 
mistake to regiment the whole of the new develop- 
ment in the City into a planners’ paradise, and that 
the city needs a “ back garden ” 
can do almost anything they like and where 
architecturally one could enjoy the variety and 
vulgarity of piecemeal development. 

In contrast it is worth while considering the 
methods employed by the London County Council 
for its South Bank scheme which have enabled 
them to retain the initiative. Plans were drawn up, 
ground rents fixed and then direct negotiations 
with firms and organizations wishing to take sites 
in the area were put in hand. 

At the other extreme there is the approach of 
the New Barbican Committee whose scheme en- 
visages a single ownership of land and a single 
sponsorship of development. This has the great 
merit of being comprehensive and even if the scheme 
proves to be impracticable the Committee will 
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have played an important part in getting the dis- 
cussion on the City’s future out of the doldrums 
on to an intelligent level. The provision in their 
scheme of so much industrial, warehouse and office 
floor space raises the most important issue. Would 
it result in a vast increase in employment in central 
London, involving even greater congestion on the 
roads and railways? Even at the recognized plot 
ratio of 5: 1 the forty or more acres of cleared land 
would result in about six million sq. ft. gross floor 
space of new office accommodation which would 
have an employment capacity of 40,000; translated 
into terms of population this means the possibility 
of an increase in London’s population by over 
one million people, unless drastic steps were taken 
to eliminate offices elsewhere. In relation to its 
decentralization policy London already has too 
much office employment—a million people travel 
into the central area to work every day and most 
of them are office workers. Any increase will further 
congest the transport system and attract new popula- 
tion to London. 

This presents a dilemma to the City Corporation, 
for, after having approved substantial increases in 
office accommodation elsewhere in the city on land 
it does not own, it finds itself the owner of large 
areas of land which in the national interest should 
not be developed for employment-giving purposes. 
Most desirable would be extensive residential 
development allowing more people to live near 
their work and it is encouraging to hear from the 
City Planning Officer that some housing is being 
considered on the Barbican site. 

With the end of building licences and the abolition 
of development charges there is now a hectic rush 
by office developers to get their buildings approved, 
erected, and let before the market is saturated or a 
policy of control of office employment, similar to 
that already in force for industry, is devised. Itisa 
situation which calls for reasonably quick decisions. 
To ensure these, it is essential that such plans as 
have been prepared by the Authorities should be 
made known to the public. At the moment it appears 
that the City has no plan of its own and will not 
approve anyone else’s. If there are plans let them be 
put on public exhibition so that Londoners can see 
what is being planned for them! 

These observations apply particularly to the 
Barbican and Fetter Lane areas. In the St. Paul’s 
precinct a rather different issue of great national 
concern is also involved. Here will be decided 
whether or not there is to be provided a worthy setting 
for Wren’s masterpiece. As with the other areas, 
events so far do not give us confidence that there is 
either a satisfactory plan or that any plan is being 
carried out. 
England, the Financial Times and others have been 
approved and a self-centred memorial garden has 
been laid out. If development continues on these 
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lines there will be no precinct. To the north of 
St. Paul’s the question of allowing the Church 
Commissioners to retain their freehold seems to 
have bedevilled all efforts to rebuild and even to 
have threatened the open space around the Cathedral 
which the City Corporation would have to purchase, 
as well as paying compensation for any restrictions 
that may be necessary on the Church Commissioners’ 
land. In the absence of an agreed plan and a financial 
basis which does not involve the Corporation in 
losing on the roundabouts as well as on the swings, 
it is quite clear that there will be further pressure for 
piecemeal decisions. Surely the time has come 
when the future surroundings of one of our finest 
national monuments should be treated as a national 
issue. One of the best ways of achieving this, it is 
suggested, would be for the Minister to sponsor an 
open competition so that all those who excel in the 
art of civic design can have an opportunity of contri- 
buting their ideas. 
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{NGLO-GERMAN ARCHITECTURI 


Last week I mentioned that one of the buildings in the 
current exhibition at the R.I.B.A. was in fact designed by 
two British architects although credited to a German. | 
described the caption as inaccurate. For thi have been 
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shot down by the R.I.B.A., which points out that with 
its all-seeing eye it at once spotted the error when the 
exhibition arrived. The matter was discussed with the 
German organizer, Herr Giefer, and with the British archi- 
tect, Mr. Bentley. The caption in the exhibition was ap- 
proved by Mr. Bentley himself. With the greatest possible 
respect to the R.I.B.A. and anyone else whom it may con- 
cern I still say the caption is inaccurate. Otherwise, why 
would Mr. Bentley have written to me to point out that 
he and Mr. Morgan designed the building ? 


INTERNATIONAL COMPETITIONS 


It seems that in general the R.I.B.A. is not to blame 
for the late and often incomplete announcements of inter- 
national competitions. As soon as the Institute hears about 
them the secretary general of the U.I.A. is asked whether 
the conditions are in accordance with the Regulations for 
International Competitions. If they are, the R.I.B.A. then 
publicizes the competition. A great majority of such com- 
petitions either do not comply with the conditions or have 
never been heard of by the U.IL.A. This takes time to sort 
out. The R.LB.A. does not publish a competition in 
its journal nor tell the architectural press about it until it 
is satisfied that the conditions are broadly in conformity 
with the International Regulations. This often means that 
the time available to would-be competitors is much re- 
duced. The competition for the Memorial to Prince Henry 
the Navigator which I mentioned last week is a case in 
point.* The conditions, as first published, were not in ac- 
cordance with the International Regulations. The question 
was taken up with the U.LA. and after some delay a vague 
reply that the competition was acceptable was received. A 
copy of the revised conditions was promised but did not 
arrive. The R.I.B.A. had, therefore, to decide whether to 
announce the competition before knowing whether the 
conditions were in order or to delay the announcement and 
thus leave insufficient time for competitors to submit 
designs. 

It has been suggested that the R.I.B.A. should publish 
preliminary particulars of international competitions as 
soon as they hear of them, saying at the time that the con- 
ditions are not, as yet, approved. I think this would be a 
good idea, although it would not, in fact, help intending 
competitors very much for they would be unwise to start 
work before the conditions were approved. All the same 
it would keep everyone informed of what was going on and 
would save the R.I.B.A. from unkind remarks like mine. 


{RCHITECTURAL PERSPECTIVE 

The title of Mr. Sergei Kadleigh’s Paper to students 
and guests of the Royal College of Art last week en- 
couraged me to think that we were to hear a masterly re- 
view of the state of architecture. I had reckoned without 
High Paddington and the New Barbican. Mr. Kadleigh was 
giving his inaugural address as Reader in Architecture at 
the R.C.A. Serious, well composed and well rounded, the 
Paper contained very little that was unfamiliar to anyone 
who had studied his two vast schemes. Of architecture 
there was nothing, unless the, to me, rather unpleasant idea 
of layer upon layer of humans pursuing different trades, 
callings, professions and pleasures from 60ft below to 400ft 
*Thi 
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above datum like some vast ant-ridden layer cake could 
be called architecture. 


MUSEUM OF ARCHITECTURE 

Mrs. Eric Mendelsohn, widow of the famous architect, 
is canvassing the idea of a Museum of Architecture to 
be built in the United States and to be in one a con- 
stantly changing exhibition of outstanding new archi- 
tecture, a building centre, an R.I.B.A. library, a shrine 
for the storage of all the world’s most precious architec- 
tural drawings, and an educational centre. 


While I entirely agree that each country might, with 
advantage, have a central information service and refer- 
ence library on building and architecture, this service is 
already being carried out reasonably satisfactorily, at any 
rate in this country, by a number of different organiza- 
tions working in friendly co-operation. I eannot see that 
there is any case for an international museum of architec- 
ture. Architecture surely is its own museum. Drawings 
and exhibitions are only the means to an end. Inspection 
of buildings on their sites is the only way to study archi- 
tecture. Drawings and exhibitions can be packed up and 
sent quite safely to any part of the world; but this is no 
reason why they should all be sent permanently to the 
United States. Original drawings of historical buildings 
should be associated with those buildings and not in a 
central H-bomb-proof vault 

By all means let the United States set up an architec 
tural museum so that its citizens may learn more of the 
architeeture of Europe and the East, but let us not be 
deluded into thinking of such a project as anything but 
an interesting aid to architectural education 


I would, however, welcome a increase the 
number of architectural museums of the Skansen type, 
where interesting kinds of building in danger of destruc 
tion are saved and re-erected on suitable sites within a 
park where they may be inspected, furnished and in 
working order

L.C.C. Development Plan 
Approved 


Mr. Duncan Sandys, Minister of 
Housing and Local Government, has 
approved with modifications the 
Development Plan for the Administra- 
tive County of London. 

A letter from the Minister which 
accompanies the approved Plan says, 
“It will, I am sure, provide a sound 
and wisely conceived framework with- 
in which the life of London can con- 
tinue to advance and develop in the 
years ahead.” 

The Minister welcomes the Coun- 
cil’s decentralization policy which aims 
to reduce congestion. 

He comsiders, however, that the 
amount of additional land allocated in 
the Plan to industry and offices is not 
wholly consistent with this policy, and 
would worsen the congestion. 

He has, therefore, re-zoned for resi- 
dential use some land which under the 
Plan, as submitted, was to have been 
allocated for industrial, commercial or 
office uses. 

He has also tightened up the Policy 
Statement in the Plan so as to prevent 
houses from going over to industrial or 
office use if they can still be used for 
housing. 

The Minister hopes the Council will 
take steps, within their resources, to 
prevent the reoccupation by firms com- 
ing into London of factories left empty 
by firms which move out. 

The Minister feels that the Plan as 
submitted misses “a unique oppor- 
tunity to provide a truly worthy set- 
ting” for St. Paul’s Cathedral. He is 
discussing the matter with the L.C.C. 
and the City Corporation. The Plan 
has been modified to leave the way 
open for any changes of treatment 
which may be decided upon. 

Many important road schemes have 
been approved. Mr. Sandys suggests, 
however, that the Park Lane “ Boule- 
vard” scheme should be renamed. “I 
cannot believe,” he says, that it is 
really your intention to import foreign 
expressions of this kind into London’s 
street names.” 

The Minister welcomes the pro- 
posed minimum standard of 2} acres 
per thousand of public open space and 
is glad that it is the council’s intention 
to work that up to four acres per 
thousand. 

Mr. Sandys considers that the objec- 
tions are justified to the use in the plan 
of symbols for schools denoting that in 
a certain locality it is intended to ac- 
quire land on which to build a school, 
but that the site has not actually been 
chosen. It has been argued that the 
uncertainty resulting depreciates the 
property values over a wide area. 


Observations on 
Mr. Sandys’ Letter 
The L.C.C. Town Planning Com- 


mittee in its report to the Council 
describes the Minister’s decision on the 
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OF THE 


Development Plan as an important 
landmark in the history of planning 
and the culmination of many years of 
work by members and officers of the 
L.C.C. and of the Ministry of Housing 
and Local Government. 

The Committee has not yet had time 
to consider fully modifications and 
changes made by the Minister but 
makes a number of observations on 
many of them. 

The Minister considers that the 
L.C.C.’s proposals to prevent the ex- 
pansion of business and industry do not 
go far enough, and lays it down that 
except in very special circumstances 
buildings that can still be used for 
residential purposes even when they 
are in the central zone or areas which 
have been zoned for offices, must con- 
tinue to be so used, and that firms 
in the industrial zones will not be per- 
mitted to extend their premises if they 
can move outside the County of Lon- 
don. The Committee says that it is 
concerned “lest these restrictions 
may bear too hardly on the more pro- 
gressive and expanding firms on which 
the strength and buoyancy of London 
as the capital city depends.” 

To the Minister’s suggestion that the 
L.C.C. should buy up the factory 
premises of firms moving out of Lon- 
don to prevent them being reoccupied 
by firms coming in from outside, the 
Committee replies that the L.C.C. has 
always emphasized that re-location of 
industry is a national rather than a local 
problem, and went on to say that there 
is No recognized system whereby the 
L.C.C. is made aware of the intention 
of firms to vacate industrial premises 
and suggests that Mr. Sandys should 
give his most urgent attention to the 
matter. 

The Minister in his modifications of 
the plan has re-zoned for industrial 
use about 30 acres zoned for other pur- 
poses by the L.C.C. The Committee 
says it would be entirely false to draw 
from the Minister’s letter the inference 
that of 1,167 acres now either in resi- 
dential use or vacant and which the 
plan earmarked for conversion to in- 
dustrial use, 900 acres was for new in- 
dustrial development. The Committee 
says that the essential point to grasp is 
that this particular acreage is intended 
to accommodate non-conforming in- 
dustries from sites zoned for other pur- 
poses. The committee also begs leave 
to differ with Mr. Sandys on the suit- 
ability of a number of sites alongside 
marshalling yards, gas works and canals 
which he wants for residential and it 
wants for industrial use. 


Other L.C.C. News 


At the Council meeting on March 
15 the agenda included High Padding- 
ton; multi-storey garages; flatted fac- 
tories and fines for stink bombs. 

The Minister of Transport has asked 
the L.C.C. if they would consider 
taking over responsibility for multi- 
storey garages if necessary. The

General Purposes Committee has gone 
into the matter and estimates that 
there might be a loss of £25,000 a year 
on each garage. They recommend, in 
principle, that the L.C.C. should pro- 
vide and operate public multi-storey 
garages provided that (a) they would 
nominally do so only in boroughs 
whose own councils did not wish to do 
so; (b) that the Government should 
pay 75 per cent of any losses involved; 
(c) that local authorities should be 
allowed to recoup by letting the ground 
floor of multi-storey garages to shops, 
petrol and repair stations, etc.; (d) that 
procedure to acquire land required for 
parking places in buildings or under 
land be simplified. 

The General Purposes Committee 
expresses agreement with the recom- 
mendations of the Beaver Report on 
Air Pollution, with some reservations. 

It is pointed out that if the L.C.C. 
converted its 2,000-odd heating plants 
to oil-burning installations, as desired 
in the report, the cost would be about 
£2im. They are prepared to do this 
provided there would be a substantial 
grant. As regards open grates, it has 
been the policy of the L.C.C. since the 
war to install in new dwellings fires de- 
signed to burn smokeless fuel, but 
several hundred thousand obsolete 
grates will need to be replaced if the 
recommendations of the Beaver Report 
are enforced. 

In London the enforcement authori- 
ties are the M.B.C.s, and the L.C.C. 
wishes to be represented on any joint 
committee which may be set up to 
consider the problem in the whole 
area. 

The committee recommends that a 
new byelaw be made prohibiting the 
discharge of fireworks or stink bombs 
in places of public entertainment 
under the penalty of £5. 

The Town Planning Committee has 
prepared plans for unit workshops 
(flatted factories), and the B.o.T. is to 
be asked to issue development certifi- 
cates for seven blocks of four storeys 
to be erected on a site owned by the 
L.C.C. in Shoreditch. 


High Paddington 


The Town Planning and Housing 
Committees in a joint report on High 
Paddington say :— 

“We appreciate the boldness and 
imagination of this practical attempt to 
solve, as applied to one area, the general 
problem of the redevelopment of con- 
gested urban areas. We are sure, how- 
ever, that the authors would readily agree 
that there are many problems still to be 
solved and much detailed working-out 
still to do. On the economic side there 
is the heavy and unspecified cost of the 
structure, of acquiring the parkland and 
of additional charges which would be in- 
curred by British Railways. A number 
of questions of detail have occurred to us 
in regard to the practical working of the 
scheme, but the major problems appear 
to us to be (1) the demolition of much 
sound property for the surrounding park- 
land and the consequent displacement of 
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a large number of people, estimated at 
14,000 (as against the 8,000 to be pro- 
vided in the new accommodation), thus 
involving a substantial net housing loss; 
even assuming the parkland were reduced 
it could not be restricted to much less 
than 85 acres in view of the size of the 
building and the shadow it would cast; 
2) the acute difficulties that would be in- 
volved in siting the building over the 
existing goods station and the almost 
insoluble problems that would, we under- 
stand, be involved on operating the rail- 
way. We are, moreover, by no means 
satisfied that the average Londoner would 
wish to live, and perhaps also work in a 
community of this type. 

Such a building would infringe a num- 
ber of controls imposed by the London 
Building Acts and ancillary enactments, 
but we are advised that the scheme would 
not present insuperable difficulty from 
this aspect. As a housing project, how- 
ever, as a town planning conception, and 
for economic reasons we consider that 
development of the type proposed is 
hardly practicable or desirable. We have 
informed the authors of our views, while 
expressing appreciation of the work they 
have put into the development of this 
new conception.” 


N.A.L.G.0. Welcomes 
Architects 


Public Service, official journal of the 
National and Local Government 
Officers’ Association, comments in its 
March issue : — 

“The Royal Institute of British 
Architects, which last year sought the 
views of its members on a suggestion 
that it should sponsor a trade union for 
architects, has decided against such a 
measure. A union exclusive to archi- 
tects, it says, would be too weak 
numerically to secure any representa- 
tion on existing negotiating councils. 

“Instead, it advises its members to 
join an organization appropriate to 
their particular field of employment, 
and it is to explore ways of strengthen- 
ing and improving its co-operation 
and liaison with the various negotiat- 
ing bodies. 

“N.A.L.G.O. welcomes professional 
and technical officers, including archi- 
tects, into membership, and has 
arrangements for co-operating with 
the professional organizations § in 
negotiating work. It has consulted the 
R.I.B.A. in the past, when the grad- 
ing of architects has been under con- 
sideration, and will continue to do so.” 


Coal Industry Housing 


Association 


The Coal Industry Housing Associa- 
tion has issued a progress report. In 
1952 the National Coal Board author- 
ized the expenditure of £37m. on 
housing for coalfields where there was 
a shortage. Next month (in three years) 
the association will have completed its 
programme of 19,781 houses on 93 
sites. In addition 48 shops and 630 
garages are being built on the estates 
in response to local demand. The asso- 
ciation has employed 27 firms of archi- 
tects and 22 quantity surveyors in pri- 
vate practice. The houses were of the 


“new tradition” type approved by the 
Ministry of Housing and Local 
Government, at an average cost of 
£1,500 for the house; £250 for roads, 
sewers and services; and £100 for land 
development charges, architects’ fees, 
clerks of works salaries, etc. The houses 
are let at rents comparable with those 
charged by local authorities which 
results in a loss to N.C.B. of £50 a 
year on each house. 


New Barbican Scheme 


The committee under the chairman- 
ship of Sir Gerald Barry has written 
to the City Corporation informing 
them that the New Barbican Scheme 
has been granted a Board of Trade 
industrial development certificate, and 
asking if the committee’s application 
for permission to proceed with the 
scheme should be reconsidered. 


R.1.B.A. 


A paper on “Comparisons in 
Modern Structural Steelwork ” will be 
given at the R.I.B.A. on March 22, at 
6 p.m., by Professor W. Fisher Cassie, 
Ph.D., in collaboration with Mr. D. W 
Cooper, B.Sc., A.M.I.Struct.E. The 
paper is in two parts. The first 
deals with the changes which have 
taken place in the authors’ conception 
of how a steel frame resists its load and 
how the material can be used economi- 
cally. They trace briefly the work of 
the Steel Structures Research Com- 
mittee, consider the newer plastic 
design methods, and finally take a 
glimpse at composite structures. This 
section tries to give the audience a 
broad outlook on present-day trends 

The second part of the paper deals 
with interesting modern developments 
The authors assume that the audience 
will be well familiar with the conven- 
tional hot-rolled type of construction 
and only one interesting development 
of this type of steelwork is considered 
The rest of the paper studies modern 
permanent tubular steel construction, 
cold formed sections, three-dimensional 
problems, and prestressed steel tech- 
niques.

The Students’ Committee has been 
formed to improve and encourage the 
students social and academic activities 
and to give active expression to the 
students’ requirements in these matters. 

Officers and committee members 
elected were: Mr. R. Carr (Chairman); 
Mr. J. F. Johnson (Secretary), Mr. 
P. W. Heeks (Treasurer) and Messrs 
A. K. Dale, D. M. Horne and M. N. 
Maydew. 

It is hoped that by raising the public 
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interest and knowledge of the architect 
and his work new entrants will be per- 
suaded into the profession, and that 
improvements will take place in the 
students’ educational facilities.

the prevailing amateurishness and 
second-hand information usually im- 
parted to students. 

Architectural teaching and the mush- 
room growth of the number of schools 
has become a vested interest with edu- 
cation authorities and until this system 
is changed we shall continue to be 
“philosophy ridden” and the schism 
between architectural practice and the 
schools will widen.

PREVIEW: 


National Dock Labour 


HIS new office block, sited on the Albert Embank- 

ment opposite the Tate Gallery, will be the head- 
quarters of the National Dock Labour Board, who are 
responsible for recruitment, training, welfare and employ- 
ment of all dock labour in the country. 


The building will have ten storeys with a total floor 
area in excess of 30,000 square feet. Work started recently 
on the foundations. The contract price is £162,638, and 
the contract time 72 weeks. This comparatively short 
time has been arrived at only by the extensive use of 
precast concrete. Most of the structure, from the second 
floor upwards, will be precast off the site and erected by 
tower crane. 


It is estimated that over 80 different precast units will 
be used—this, of course, includes variations of fixing, 
handing, and so on. They will be manufactured by the 
general contractor, Wates, Ltd., at their concrete factory 
at Bedfont. The Tower Crane, one of the familiar Jules 
Wietz models, will be rail mounted with a horizontal jib 
having a reach of 84 feet 120 feet above the ground. The 
capacity of this crane contrelled the maximum size of the 
largest precast units, and in fact one unit was broken 
down into its component parts to bring it into the scope 
of the machine. 


The building will be 111 feet high, in the form of a 
thin, vertical slab parallel to the river front, rising from 
a single-storey structure which extends over most of the 
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site. It was the subject of an appeal by an adjoining 
owner against excess height. This was disallowed by a 
Tribunal of Appeal. 

On the ground floor a drive through the building will 
give access to a service yard and garages at the rear. The 
building is set back at first floor level to provide a river- 
side terrace. It is hoped that this terrace will eventually 
extend to the South to form a link with a similar but taller 
office tower. The offices of the General Manager and 
Chairman on the fourth and seventh floors have been 
provided with projecting balconies, while the staff canteen 
on the tenth floor has glazed doors for the full width of 
the river front. The main roof of the building is designed 
as a terrace to take full advantage of the views across the 
river. 

An interesting system of construction has been evolved 
by the architect and the consultant engineer to give a 
light appearance, flexibility in room layout and rapidity 
of erection. The external walls will consist of a pre- 
fabricated, reinforced concrete grid which acts both as the 
structural frame and as the window mullions. On this 
grid will be hung Portland stone-faced slabs to form the 
external wall surfaces. The floors will be made up of 
prestressed concrete beams spanning from the external 
grid to a central spine beam. 

The ground floor will be faced with marble slabs and 
panels of glazed faience will be used on the top floor 
to give a contrast in colour.

The following description of the structure has been provided by 
Mr. Felix J. Samuely. 

The structure of this office block is a reinforced concrete frame on 
R.C. raft foundations, the raft forming the basement slab. Standardizu- 
tion of planning made it possible to design the upper part of the structure 
(above 2nd floor level) as a series of precast units, to be assembled 
and bolted together in the manner of a steel frame. The subsequent 
grouting of the joints gives complete rigidity and continuity of structure. 

An important principle of this type of construction is that the ** dry *’ 
part of the erection can proceed independently of the ‘* wet’’ con- 
struction. The rhythm of erection is therefore relatively uninter- 
rupted and greater speed of erection can be achieved. The original 
design of the building was based on load-bearing construction in the

The overall height of the building had, however, to be 
reduced, and the resultant reduction of the available 
floor depth made it necessary to introduce a load-bearing 
construction along the spine of the building. This consists 
of precast beams generally spanning 22ft Oin on to in situ 
columns. 

The precast framing system above 2nd floor is a combina- 
tion of *‘ storey height "’ frames, and cill and head beams. 
The frames consist of a cill beam, a head beam, and two 
structural mullions, and are joined to each other horizon- 
tally by a cill beam and a head beam. Vertically, the 
frames are bolted together, and the joints are later grouted. 
This construction has been developed and used on several 
buildings during the last few years. 

This building is a good example of how much can be 
achieved by proper collaboration of all concerned. For 
instance, the exposed face of the mullions is fairfaced, 
and a dry joint has to be formed on the external face of 
both the frame and corner columns. From considerations 
of facade it was preferable to have the position of this 
joint level with the soffit of the head beam. This led 
originally to long projecting nibs, and the possibility of 
damage to this nib during transport made the engineer 
ask the architect if the position of the joint could be 
changed. The architect agreed and the joint was raised 
to the level of the top of the head beam, giving a much 
shorter and less vulnerable nib. 

At each floor level, wind forces are transmitted to the 
wind frames by the floor slab acting as a beam in its own 
plane. The floor is of composite construction, combining 
precast prestressed inverted tee units with an in situ 
concrete topping. The topping is cast on a permanent 
shutter of asbestos cement sheeting carried on pressed 
metal clips which ere sprung over the webs of prestressed

tee units. Castellations formed on the top of the tee units 
form a mechanical bond between precast and in situ 
concrete. The floor spans |9ft Oin and | 6ft 6in from the 
front and rear of the building on to the spine beams. 

The building is stiffened against wind forces by a system 
of *‘k’*’ bracing in the two end walls. The bracing was 
designed in the form of a triangular frame, incorporating 
a central column member, two inclined bracing members 
and a horizontal member at floor level. The bracing and 
column members are in a cavity between an inner skin 
of breeze blocks and an outer skin of ** storey height’ 
precast concrete slabs. 

At the corners of the building precast concrete columns 
link the construction in the front and rear walls to the | Shout gerome 
wind braces in the side walls. The structural connection , | CaN | 
for these columns is similar to that used for the precast 
frames. 

A particular problem that always occurs with precast 
concrete buildings is the necessity for the engineer to 
compromise with the contractor's equipment. This is 
especially difficult as the design is made before the con- i Al 
tractor is known: but there are still plenty of opportunities V Mt To coum 
for proper ** give and take.’’ For instance, in this building 
all precast units except the wind frames weighed less than 
48 cwt.

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Water Economy 


XHORTATIONS to householders 
to be economical in the use of 
water usually produce a wry smile 

as they seem to come when the recol- 
lection of floods is still fresh. It is 
true, however, that Water Authorities 
find getting enough water a much 
greater problem than piping it to the 
householder. New reservoirs are 
always being planned and built, involv- 
ing the flooding of valleys, with 
attendant protests if the valley is beauti- 
ful or some sentiment suggests it 
should be preserved. 

This seems to be because our rate of 
consumption has increased prodigiously 
in late years and still seems to be going 
up. Standards of cleanliness are higher 
in spite of the fact that, from the 
national census, 45 per cent of the 
households in Britain have no bath of 
their own, whereas only 17 per cent 
have no piped water supply. 

The present average daily domestic 
consumption is apparently about 25 to 
30 gals per head. When, if ever, each 
household has its own house or flat, 
presumably there will be more bathing 
and the consumption will go up. 

In addition to this, large areas in 
country districts are now being piped 
for mains water, an amenity that should 
not be grudged to anyone. The in- 
crease here will be mainly, probably, in 
the supply to water closets, which, after 
the kitchen sink, would be the chief 
improvement to be put in country cot- 
tages, as soon as a cesspool or septic 
tank can be built. 

The consumption of water for flush- 
ing is very considerable, nearly one- 
third of the average daily consumption, 
i.e, 8 to 10 gals per head. 

This problem of water economy is 
always worrying water engineers, so 
recently a Sub-committee of the Re- 
search Committee of the Institution of 
Water Engineers have been considering 
“economy in water for sanitation,” and 
have produced a report, published in 
the “ Journal of the Institution of Water 
Engineers” which makes several sug- 
gestions and expresses several opinions 
of interest to architects, 

The most important is the suggestion 
that flushing cisterns should be fitted 
with “ selective” equipment which will 
give a full flush or, when desired, a half 
flush when no solids are to be flushed. 
In the normal cistern this would be two 
gals or one gal, as desired. This would 
seem to be of great interest to architects 
who have jobs in rural areas because, 
apart from the saving of water, the 
capacity of the cesspool or septic tank is 
often a major problem, and anything 
that will reduce the capacity necessary 
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and Selectice 


or reduce the frequency of emptying 
would be an advantage. 

The way to get this variation seems 
simple enough, and the Sub-committee 
say “the necessary fitments could be 
incorporated in new cisterns at a cost 
of a few shillings, and most existing 
cisterns could be altered by a skilled 
fitter or plumber at a cost which would 
be economical, having regard to the 
amount of water that might be saved. 
The device consists basically of a lever- 
operated slide or stopper which is 
fitted over a hole cut in the syphon tube 
or syphon cylinder at the “ 1 gal level.” 
With the slide over the hole a normal! 
flush results, but with the slide or 
stopper withdrawn the syphon is 
broken after 1 gal has been discharged. 
In one method the slide has to be set 
either for 1 gal or 2 gals flush and then 
the flushing lever pulled in the normal 
way. Another method links the slide 
with a second flushing lever so that 
one movement only is required of 
either of two levers. 

One problem is the education of the 
public to the use of such fittings, and 
clearly the second method seems more 
foolproof. From the point of view of 
the water authority, imposing this on 
the public at large might well be a 
headache, but for the architect who can 
show his client the advantages for his 
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Cisterns

sewage disposal plant there should be 
little difficulty beyond the point of 
delicacy. With a family of small chil- 
dren the saving might be quite con- 
siderable. 

These selective flushing devices have 
been developed experimentally by 
Cardiff Corporation Water Department 
and do not appear to be marketed at 
present by any suppliers, but if some 
Local Authorities, at the instigation of 
their Water Engineer, would specify 
them in their housing schemes, and 
create a demand enough for the pro- 
duction of the parts, architects would, 
when they got to know about them, 
order them for jobs where there was 
no main drainage. 

Modifications to the inside of a flush- 
ing cistern could be made easily as sug- 
gested, and also to the case if it is of 
metal, but for most plastic or clayware 
cases it might be impossible to fit two 
levers, except perhaps by means of a 
centre spindle with a tubular spindle 
concentric to it for the second lever. 
If there was enough demand the supply 
of properly designed cisterns and 
apparatus would, of course, become 
justified.

These are 
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not favoured at all by water engineers. 
The type which can be set to a definite 
volume of flush or time of flushing 
give no economy and are liable to cause 
waste if out of adjustment. When out 
of adjustment it is usually nobody’s 
business to put it right. The type that 
flushes only while it is pressed, what 
one might call the “railway train” 
type, is obviously undesirable, as any 
saving by some persons will be nulli- 
fied by the excessive “sanitary con- 
sciousness” of others. Also it is just 
as liable to leak as the other. 

Another matter of interest to archi- 
tects in the Report is an analysis of 
water consumption, which showed that 
the consumption per head per day 
varied closely in relation to the size and 
type of house, varied in fact in relation 
to the rateable value. For nine houses 
in Kingston-upon-Hull the figures

piped areas of the country. 

The house of £60 rateable value had 
a shower in addition to the bath, which 
it is reckoned had the effect of reducing 
the number of baths taken. Experi- 
ments were made as to the amounts of 
water used in the shower in relation to 
the temperature of the hot water. 
When the hot water was just the right 
temperature only 12 gals were used. 
With hotter water 10 gals of hot water 
were used with 4 gals of cold. With 
very hot water only 9 gals of hot were 
used, but 12 gals of cold were mixed 
with it. The difference of the totals, 
12, 14 and 21, are considerable, and 
confirm what water engineers have held 
for long, that for economy not only of 
water but of fuel to heat the water, the 
hot water should only be supplied just 
hot enough for bathing with very little 
cold added. 

Another point of interest is that the 
consumption of water per head is not 
affected seriously by the size of the 
household, amounts used for house 
cleaning, presumably, being greater in 
a large household. The £19 r.v. house 
had, as will be seen from the table, an 
average of nearly nine persons, far 
more than the other houses, but the 
average daily consumption per head 
does not vary from the close relation- 
ship to the rateable value, that is, one 
supposes, to the “ social scale.” 

Drawing other conclusions from the 
interesting table in the Report is prob-

ably quite unfair on account of the 
smallness of the sample, but it is amus- 
ing to note that the average number of 
baths taken was always more in 
summer than in winter, by as much 
as double in one case. Would this 
be due to greater cleanliness dur- 
ing the perspiring summer month, or 
to a-distaste for the chilly bathroom in 
winter ? 

Not many architects know how much 
water a normal bath takes. Baths in 
these houses were measured to two- 
thirds of the depth up to the overflow, 
which gave 25 gallons in most cases, 
one in the professional house holding 
30 gallons at that level.

Report of the Assessor, SIR GILES 


HE designs submitted in this competition numbered 

112. This response was very satisfactory as regards 
numbers though the average quality of the designs sub- 
mitted was not so satisfactory. 

The problem was not an easy one; the steeply sloping 
site presented difficulties but also opportunities for archi- 
tectural effect. The requirement that the buildings 
should be recognizable as a group of ecclesiastical 
buildings proved difficult for many, especially for those 
working in the contemporary style, a very large plain 
cross on the Chapel being the usual and only indication 
of a religious character. A number of competitors 
retained the old Tower. Whatever may be said for 
retaining this tower either on sentimental grounds or for 
forming a vertical feature at the end of Bold Street it 
cannot be said to be a tower of any special architectural 
merit. It has an ungainly silhouette with straight vertical 
lines and has ugly angle turrets. A few competitors 
retained the lower portion of the tower and designed a 
new top, an idea that had possibilities; others replaced 
it with an entirely new tower, others abandoned the idea 
of having any tower. 

It seems desirable to have some feature on the axis 
of Bold Street to close the vista up this important street, 
but it need not necessarily be a tower. 

The location of the main entrance to the Church House 
was an important matter that had to be considered in 
judging the plans. It is desirable that vehicles stopping 
at the main entrance and proceeding to the car park 
should do so without interfering with the general traffic 
in the surrounding streets. This means that the main 
entrance should, if possible, be off the public streets with 
a private road leading up to it and with a car park so 
situated that cars can proceed to it without having to 
emerge into the public street. 

Another important matter to consider was the location 
of the open gardens around the buildings. 

Liverpool suffers from a lack of open spaces, and it 
is desirable that any garden space should be prominent 
and not enclosed or hidden away behind buildings. As 
the site is approached from the centre of the city by 
way of Bold Street and Renshaw Street an open garden 
effect is desirable at the north-west corner where these 
two streets meet at the site. 

The design I select as best meeting these various 
points and satisfying the detailed requirements is No. 34. 
The design though not exciting, which is perhaps a 
character too much sought after nowadays at the expense 
of serenity, is quiet and dignified, relying greatly on the 
beauty of its materials.

brown colour that is proposed promises to satisfy this 
requirement. 

A new tower closes the vista up Bold Street. The 
main entrance is in a private road across the site with 
an easily accessible car park situated in the least im- 
portant corner of the site. The open garden space is 
well situated at the junction of Bold Street and Renshaw 
Street. The shop is also satisfactorily situated. 

Many competitors found difficulty in planning one 
kitchen to serve both the Church House and Assembly 
Hall and many adopted two kitchens as this competitor 
has done, but there does not seem any very serious 
objection to this. 

The detailed planning of the various departments is 
good. 

I confess in making my decision I have been much 
torn between this design and the one I place second— 
No. 33. This is a design in the contemporary style that 
has a number of attractive features. The planning is 
in its main lines of extreme simplicity. The Church 
House is a high plain glass block joined to the Hall and 
Chapel by a porte cochere; the Chapel with its end like 
the prow of a ship facing down to Bold Street. 

As in the winning design the entrance is well placed 
on a private road across the site. This design only fails 
in its all-glass Church House “ gleaming by day and by 
night in silver and glass,” as its report says, a character 
that in the murky atmosphere of Liverpool would soon 
lose its pristine freshness and become drab unless kept 
continually washed; but it fails principally in not creating 
the right atmosphere for its somewhat solemn ecclesias- 
tical purpose. It also needs more solidity so as to blend 
more with the character of the Chapel and thus pull the 
two buildings together. The Chapel is good, though 
the shape of the Assembly Hall is not very good for 
cinema purposes. 

The design I place third is No. 87. This retains the 
old tower supported at its base by the dual-purpose 
Church; the whole providing an imposing frontage to 
Berry Street. 

The garden is not well placed, being out of sight of 
the public using the two main roads and the effect from 
these roads would be of a built-up site. The division 
between the Chapel and the Assembly Hall, consisting 
of a folding screen only half the height of the opening, is 
not very satisfactory especially as smoking will no doubt 
be sometimes allowed in the Assembly Hall. 

In conclusion I should like to express my appreciation 
of the vast amount of work that has been put into this 
competition by the 112 competitors.

Eyes of the Public 


Mr. George Jeger asked the Minister 
of Housing and Local Government if 
he would send a circular to all local 
authorities advising them that appli- 
cations for planning and development 
permission should not be disclosed to 
the Press or unauthorized persons. 
Mr. Sandys replied, “No.” Mr. Jeger 
then asked if the Minister appreciated 
the disclosure to the Press or un- 
authorized persons of such information 
could cause grave harm to businesses, 
even to St. James’ Theatre, when 
application was made by someone who 
had no connection with the concern. 
Mr. Sandys: The Press are the eyes 
and ears of the people. Mr. Jeger 
urged that clerks in offices should not 
disclose to the Press confidential infor- 
mation which they obtained in the 
course of their work. Had they not 
an obligation in the same way as civil 
servants, he asked, to keep their 
mouths shut about what went on in 
their offices? Mr. Sandys replied that 
publication was essential, so that other 
parties who might be affected could be 
informed and make objections if they 
wished to do so. They could not 
inform the public without informing 
the Press. (Mar. 8. 


Construction and 
Maintenance 

Mr. Blenkinsop asked the Minister 
of Works what was the estimated num- 
ber of men employed on repair and 
maintenance to existing houses, includ- 
ing conversions, adaptations, exten- 
sions, etc., and the number employed 
on new house building in England and 
Wales at the end of 1954, or the latest 
available date. Mr. Birch informed 
him that the provisional figures of men 
employed by building and civil 
engineering contractors on housing 
work in England and Wales in January, 
1955, were:—New housing, 264,000; 
housing repair and maintenance, 
142,000. In addition, about 80,000 men 
were directly employed last year by 
local authorities and public utilities on 
housing work: of these about 30,000 
were on new work. (Mar. 8. 


Rainwater Goods 

Mr. Oliver asked the Minister of 
Works if he would state in detail the 
new trading arrangements adopted by 
manufacturers and merchants of cast- 
iron rainwater goods to bring their 
arrangements into conformity with the 
Report of the Monopolies Commission 
Mr. Birch stated that the “ Rainwater 
Agreements” entered into by the 
British Ironfounders’ Association and 
associations of merchants were can- 
celled as from January 1, 1952, when 
new trading arrangements conforming 
with the recommendations of the 
Monopolies Commission came into 
operation. These arrangements made 
merchant terms available to all genuine 
distributors of rainwater goods, 


whether members of merchant asso- 
ciations or not, and whether or not 
they purchased only from members of 
the British Ironfounders’ Association. 
(Mar. 8.) 


Standards of Fitness 

Mr. Blenkinsop asked the Minister 
of Housing and Local Government 
whether his attention had been called 
to the judgment in the case of 
Fullerton versus Wallasey Corporation, 
as it affected the standards of fitness 
prescribed under the Housing Repairs 
and Rents Act, 1954, governing the 
issue of certificates of disrepair; and 
what action he proposed to take. Mr. 
Sandys replied that he had considered 
this judgment, but he did not see that 
it called for any action by him. 

Mr. Blenkinsop said that the views 
expressed in this case were in direct 
conflict with the interpretation of the 
previous Minister. In the opinion of 
many local authority officials they 
might have a serious effect on housing 
standards generally. Mr. Sandys agreed 
that this was in conflict with the inter- 
pretation given in a Departmental cir- 
cular, but he did not propose to venture 
an opinion about who was right and 
who was wrong. Mr. Blenkinsop said 
the matter was one of great concern to 
local authorities, and the Minister 
should at least give them some advice 
Mar. 8 


Older Houses 

Mr. Dodds asked the Minister if he 
would make a statement on the initial 
effect of the Housing Repairs and Rents 
Act in connection with the aim to check 
the decay of older houses. Mr. Sandys 
stated that he proposed to review the 
position in about two months’ time, 
after which he would be quite ready to 
make a statement. (Mar. 8 


ls. 6d. a Week More 


The Minister of Housing and Local 
Government stated in answer to Mr 
H. Hynd that the increase in loan 
charges on a £2,000 house built by a 
local authority because of the new rates 
of interest charged by the Public 
Works Loan Board would be about £4 
a year. Mr. Gibson said that this 
would mean an increase of about Is 6d 
a week in rent, if the loss was not to 
be borne on the local rates. Mr 
Sandys also stated, in answer to other 
questions suggesting that because of 
higher interest rates the housing sub- 
sidy should be reviewed to compensate 
local authorities, that he was not satis- 
fied that any special action was called 
for at present. Interest and building 
costs had frequently changed up and 
down in the past without any immedi- 
ate adjustment being made, and he saw 
no reason to depart from that proce- 
dure. (Mar. 8 


Council House Sales 


Local authorities have sold 3,120 
houses up to the end of Feb., according 
to a reply given to Lieut. Col. Lipton 
by Mr. Deedes, Parliamentary Secre-

tary to the Ministry of Housing and 
Local Government. Lieut. Col. Lipton 
described as a tremendous flop “ this 
method of creating a property owning 
democracy.” To which Mr. Deedes 
replied that it was not the only channel 
of home ownership. (Mar. 8.) 


TIMBER NOTES 


TOCKS of softwood held by 

timber importers and merchants 
are sound, even though this is a slack 
period for fresh imports. No shortages 
will develop before the new importing 
season starts once ice breaks up in the 
northern European ports, and much 
buying has already ensured a full 
supply of timber imports later in the 
year. 

Well over a million standards of soft- 
wood are under contract for delivery to 
Britain this year, so little buying re- 
mains to be done to satisfy a potential 
demand for 1,500,000 standards from 
softwood users 

At the moment interest is concen- 
trated mainly on the latest offer of 
40,000 standards of Russian softwood, 
mainly whitewood, which brings the 
total Russian sales in Britain for this 
year to just over 200,000 standards 
The prices asked for this timber are 
based on £85 a standard for 7in un- 
sorted whitewood and £5 less for 
fourths. The small quantity of 
sorted redwood battens is based on 
£95 10s a standard. These are c.i.f 
prices, and, in view of the high freight 
charges involved, are considered fairly 
reasonable by the trade, even though 
they show an increase of £2 10s 
a standard for unsorted whitewood and 
£3 a standard for fourths over the 
prices quoted by the Russians in sales 
last autumn 

As a comparison, some buying of 
good quality unsorted Swedish 7in 
whitewood has been done lately at £76 
a standard f.o.b., and the addition of 
freight alone would bring this price up 
to the Russian level, and the two un- 
sorted qualities are comparable only if 
the Swedish timber comes 
production 

High freight are affecting 
prices of timber from British Columbia, 
and merchantable Douglas fir is being 
sold at £90 a standard c.if., with a re 
duction of £16 for commons. There 
will shortly be quite a lot of hemlock 
and Douglas fir coming on to the 
market from the Timber Directorate 
stock, though in most cases the wood 
will have been affected by storage, 
usually on open sites 

Flooring hardwoods will be more 
plentiful and varied as a result of the 
increased buying from the dollar hard- 
wood areas this year. Maple and birch 
will be available from Canada and oak 
from America. It has not been possible 
to use maple without a special licence 
for ordinary flooring work since 1939 

Better supplies of wallboards are ap- 
pearing on the market. Prices are re- 
maining steady, though the importers 
have been paying slightly more for new 
stocks.

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COMMERCIAL COOKING AND KITCHENS 

For the purposes of these notes, the term “commercial” is taken 
to refer to non-domestic establishments where food is cooked for 
consumption on the premises, such as hospitals, nursing homes, 
hotels, boarding houses, clubs, restaurants, cafés, canteens, schools, 
and colleges. Snack bars and some types of refreshment room, 
where the food is cooked in the presence of the customer, form a 
specialised category which will be considered separately. 

\part from the fact that the actual cooking processes are the 
same as those used in the home, there is no similarity between 
domestic and commercial kitchens. The equipment used in the 
latter is not merely larger, it is different. Food preparing machinery 
replaces hand preparation, and cooking operations such as frying 

ling, baking and steaming, are separated from the cooker or 
range and carried out by individual appliances designed for the 
purpose. In a large kitchen such as that shown in Fig. 1, the pro 
cesses involved and the layout of stores, equipment and service 
are organised on factory lines for maximum efficiency and economy; 
the close and accurate control necessary for all operations is 
characteristic of electrical appliances. 

Sequence of Operations. 

lhe operations involved in the commercial preparation of meals 
are shown in diagrammatic sequence in Table 1. The raw materials, 
after being checked and weighed at entry, go to the cold store 
vegetable store or dry goods store. From these stores there are 
three main channels through the kitchen to the tabling (i.e 
dishing up’) and service areas. One channel ts for vegetables 
from the vegetable store, through the vegetable preparation room 
to the wet cooking equipment (vegetable boilers and steamers 
and then to the tabling benches; another channel is for fish—from 
the cold store (which sometimes has a special compartment for fish 
through the fish preparation area to the fish fryer and thence to 
tabling; the third is for meat and pastry from the cold and dry 
goods stores, through the meat and preparation rooms to the dry 

ooking equipment (ovens, ranges, boiling tables and grillers) and 
hen to tabling In the tabling area the cooked food is transferred 


o dishes or pans or on to plates for service in the manner required 


Ihe food should flow smoothly through its appropriate channel 
with as little crossing of other channels as possible. Crossing can 
not be entirely avoided, however, as, for example, the steaming 
oven will be used for puddings as well as vegetables, and the fish 
will not always be fried. In addition, arrangements must be macs 
for the transport of dirty articles from the dining room or canteen 
to the wash-up, and for clean crockery and cutlery from there t 

he service counters : these routes should not cross any of the food 
preparation and cooking channels in the kitchen. 
Ancillary Accommodation. 

In addition to the stores, preparation rooms, cooking, tabling, 
and service areas already mentioned, a manager's office should be 
provided with glazed walling and should command a good view of 
the kitchen and the entry for ods. Lavatory and wash-basin 
accommodation for the staff is now required in an easily accessible 

m, under the clean food regulations of most authorities, 
whatever the size of the kitchen or tvpe of establishment. A chef's 
room, laundry room, dispense room and still room are additional 
apartments, which are sometimes required in particular classes 
of business 

Commercial kitchen planning is a matter for an expert kitchen 
engineer who will be able to lay out the kitchen area as a whole u 
relation to the ideas of the client and his chef and the functional 
requirements ol the architect. Consultation between 
concerned should take plac for h it n area 1s finalised so 
that the best use may be made of tl pace available, and steps 


taken to increase it if it should turn out to be inadequate.
